MOSCOW, Jan. 9.—(UP)—An 
enormous budget for 1931 totaling 

2,000,006,000 rubles {nominally $16,- 
000,000,000) was approved by the 2ik, 
the soviet parliament, today. 

It was described as the largest 
budget in the world. The total was 
declared to be two-thirds of the entire | 
national income as charted for the. 
current year. 

The three major sources of revenue 
in the budget were estimated as fol- 
lows: 

1. Profits from socialized economy | 
—13,000,000,000 rubles. 

2. Taxation of industry—11,000,- 
000,000 rubles. 

3. Taxes (direct and indirect) 
the population—5,700,000,000 rubles.

Try Belgian Hares 


ak 


for Luscious Treat 


BY JESSIE MARIE DE BOTH. 


Some years ago there was a lot said 
about Belgian hares, and housewives 
listened with interest to descriptions 
of a deiicitus new variety of meat. 
But it seemed sort of a fad that soon 
died out, and few markets handled 
the flavorsome product... Now, how- 
ever, there has been more earnest 
attention given to raising and mar- 
keting these animals, so that a stand- 
ard article is obtainable. If you are 
fortunate enough to have a neighbor- 
hood dealer who receives these do- 
mesticated rabbits at regular inter- 
vals, at least give them atrial. They 
are much larger than regular rabbits 
and the meat is as white as a milk- 
fed chicken. The butcher skins and 
cleans them, so they are all ready 
to use, and for a small family he will 
split the body through lengthwise. This 
allows ample service for ‘three people. 

In a recent experience we cut the 
half portion into three meaty pieces, 
after quick washing and drying. Do 
not soak them in salt water, as is 
often advised for wild rabbit. We 
rolled each section in seasoned flour 
and fried it gently in two tablespoons 
of bacon fat with one of butter. When 
evenly browned, the pan was closely 
covered and the flesh smothered until 
tender. The two processes took about 
40 minutes, but required very little 
attention. 

Never have we eaten fried chicken 
that was more delicately flavored nor 
more tender. It was truly a _ lus- 
cious treat, and after both of us had 
our fill, a generous portion remained 
for future use. So, two days later 
the brown outside was cut off and 
the meat cut into dice, forming the 
base for a delectable chicken salad! 
We defy anyone to determine the dif- 
ference, either from the texture’ or 
flavor of the meat. The addition of 
celery, hard-cooked egg, some shredded 
green pepper and plenty of mayonnaise 
made a splendid luncheon with some 
crisp rolls, 
pot of fragrant drip coffee and a 
couple of rosy-baked apples. 

We see no reason why this meat 
could not be used in any way that 
one prepares fowl. In fact, next 
time we mean to spread the half with 
a good bread_stuffing and roast it. 

Then, some time ago, we saw such 
a good. looking, solid little piece of 
boneless ham, a shoulder’ butt or 
sweetmeat, as they are sometimes 
called. It weighed barely two pounds, 
so seemed a safe buy for two people. 
The first time we cut off two thick 
slices, fried them gently in butter 
and voted the meat as good as the 
regulation cut. This piece, we might 
state, was the p-oduct of one of the 
nationally- known packers, proving 
that it pays to buy the best. 

We wrapped the balance of the 
meat in parchment paper and placed 
it in the refrigerator, where it re- 
posed safely for two weeks before we 
were ham hungry again. This time 
we placed two slices in a glass pie 
dish, covered them with milk and 
baked half an hour in a moderate 
oven, with a slice of onion and some 
celery leaves. It was tender enough 
to cut with a fork and most savory.

Strips of green 
pepper gently sauted make a pleasing 
garnish. Cinnamon apples are good 
with pork too, peeling and quartering 
the fruit, then placing in a light sugar 
Syrup with some red cinnamon can- 
dies, to simmer until tender.

POULTICES AND TYPEWRITERS ' 


MIGHT BE IMPROVED. 

An Ohio reader says his friend 
argues that a poultice “draws a sore 
to a head,’ and that some salves do 
the same thing: and peach 
made into a pulp with flour and hot 
water are the best material for a 
The reader argues that the 


heat and moisture and that there- 
fore poultices should be applied as 
hot as may be endurable, and further 
they may be made of any material 
such as rags, paper, bread, meal, etc., 
soaked in hot water. Finally’ the 
reader suspects I will ridicule the 
idea of using poultices at all. 

_ Well, that depends on whose neck 
is sore. If it is mine, I'd rather like 
a nice big flaxseed meal poultice on 
it, | think, about bedtime. 

Perhaps flaxseed meal or other 
meals will hold the heat longer, but 
nowadays we have a_ preference for 
large compresses, that is, many folds 
(gauze) kept moisten- 
ml with hot water or better hot salt 
solution, with borie acid in the seln- 


tion, as a more cleanly means of pro- 


viding the effects of a poultice. This 
is commonly called “wet dressing.” 
The whole dressing may be covered 
with waxed paper or oiled silk or rub- 
ber dam to kéep the clothing or bed 
clothing dry. The whole dressing may 
be plunged in hot solution at inter- 
vals, if a change of dressing is not 
necessary. 

Salt solution somewhat = stronger 
than the salt strength of the blood 
serum is advisable, for the so-called 
“drawing” effect. We usually use 
salt solution of about’ the salt 
strength of sea water. This tends to 


| favor drainage—-drainage is the mod- 


ern term for “drawing.” The stronger 
salt selution attracts water from the 
that water. or serum 
much septic or harmful material is 
drained from the infected tissues. 

Suppose you had a “run-around” or 
a young boil or the reddening swell- 
ing or some trifling wound. First give 
the hand or arm a prolonged soaking 
in a large basin or tank of water as 
hot as bearable, and in the water dis- 
solve, for each pint used, two heap- 
ing teaspoonfuls of common salt and 
one of sodium citrate and one of 
boric acid. After soaking for an hour 
or more, make some fresh hot solu- 
tion of the same _ ingredients 
apply a large wet dressing. 
this or at least keep it constantly 
moistened with the hot solution many 
times through the day and night. 

Where plain poultices are used 
there is always the risk of  trans- 
ferring pus germs to a fresh point 
and culturing a fresh boil. Therefore 
I think it is a good rule NEVER to 
poultice a boil. If it is a boil it 
should be drained, either surgically or 
naturally, and always with antiseptic 
or germicidal precautions.

Bell 
stood before the court and announced 
that he had nothing to say before the 
sentence was imposed. Mrs. Bell, 
seated in the courtroom, showed no 
emotion, but a small son and daughter 
wept. Bell, himself, stood calmly be- 
fore the court. 

The sentence automatically inyali- 
dated a $5,000 bond on which Bell has 
been at liberty since the crime for 
which he was convicted, the murder 
of Robert B. Hendon, traveling sales- 
man, was cowhmitted last July 12. 
After a brief conference with his at- 
torneys, Wallace Miller and W. A. 
McClellan, the prisoner was carried 
to the Bibb county jail. 

It is expected that attorneys for 
Bell will apply to the court for Bell's 
release on an appeal bond. They made 
no announcement, however. : 

The jury retired for deliberation 
early Thursday night after hearing 
evidence in the case since Tuesday. E. 
B. Harrold, Macon insurance man, 
was foreman of the body. Late in 
the evening a note was dispatched to 
Judge Mathews asking for a recharge, 
but it was too late and the body was 
ordered to bed with a first ballot 
count of four for acquittal, one for 
the death penalty, and seven for life 
imprisonment, it was learned Friday. 

In his charge to the jury Thursday 
night, Judge Mathews failed to charge 
the Jaw on manslaughter, making it 
necessary for the body to return only 
one of three possible verdicts—guilty 
of murder with the death sentence, 
guilty of murder with a recommenda- 
tion, or not guilty. 

The jury was returned into court 
at 10:20 o'clock this morning for the 
recharge which had been requested 
the night before. Then, in 40 min- 
utes they had reached a _ verdict. 

Judge Mathevs’ recharge was as 
follows: 

“Gentlemen of the jury, I charge 
vou that if you believe that the de- 
fendant, acting under an honest be- 
lief: that his property had been stolen 
by the persons in the truck, and this 
property had, in fact. been stolen, 
tried by waving his hands or other- 
wise signaling to said truck to stop 
as it approached him on the public 
highway, for the lawful purpose of ar- 
resting the thief or thieves in said 
truck, the deféndant would have a le- 
gal right to use just such force as was 
necessary to recover his stolen prop- 
erty or to arrest the persons in pos- 
session of it, but would not have the 
legal right to shoot such person or 
persons in a spirit of revenge and 
that, if, as the truck approached the 
defendant on the highway and failed 
to stop on being signaled by the de- 
fendant to stop, and the person in con-

of the orgy. 

“As a result of our selfish national! 
and international attitude,” Mr. Hall 
seid, “the people of other nations ave 
grown considerably more self-sustain- 
ing, buy of us only what they are 
compelled to buy. Resulting from the 


| 


tariff and other protection laws, the | 
rich have grown richer and the poor | 
poorer. . 

“We have been deluded with pleas- | 
ing terms, and have not counted that | 
installments surely will come due. We | 
have been unable to resist, as was the | 
Primitive Baptist who, going into a 
Methodist church, subscribed to for- | 
eign missions because the terms were | 
so liberal.” | 

Speaking of improved conditions, | 
Mr. Hall said there will be a change 
“and that right early.” He said 
believed the reign of the old line re- 
publicans is nearing its end, 

“Just how the democrats and the 
progressives in the republican’ ranks | 
will deport themselves cannot be fore- 
told, but change is just around the 
corner, not that distant corner, 
though. that hides Mr. Hoover's pros- | 
perity.”

NEW YORK, Jan. 9.—(NANA)— 
The big bears who about 10 days ago 
covered up their short commitments 
and promised to be good boys there- 
after were again selling the stock 
market today. ~These offerings, to- 
gether with profit-taking, spoiled a 
good market which prevailed during 
the forenoon. 

Selling, however, did not become of 
sufficient volume to depress the gen- 
eral list until the early afternvon, 
when General Atterbury, president of 
the Pennsylvania railroad, was quot“! 
in Chicago as stating that the big 
eastern railroad consolidation could 
not take effect for four or five years 
because of formalities to be complied 
with. Hle added that by the time the 
consolidation was completed we should 
be out of the woods as far as unem- 
ployment is concerned, 

Considering that this statement 
made at a time when important bank- 
ing and industrial interests are doing 
everything to revive confidence, its 
issuance disappointed optimists in tye 
financial district. It also furnished 
the bears with ammunition on which 
to sell stocks, particularly Steel eom- 
mon, Westinghouse Electric and the 
chemical stocks. 

COPPER METAL SOFT. 

News from the copper industry 
continued unfavorable and some small 
sales of copper metal were reported 
at 10 cents a pound which is one- 
quarter cent under the price being 
quoted by the biggest producers. Price 
fluctuations in copper metal, however, 
are becoming less of a factor in the 
stock market as it is becoming gen- 
erally realized that there is consider- 
able speculation going on in the red 
metal and that its price fluctuations 
are not really an indication at this 
time of business conditions. 

Silver metal continued lower and 
reached another new low record price, 
notwithstanding that efforts are be- 
ing made to stabilize the metal 
through loans to foreign countriés 
which use the white metal as the basis 
for curreney. 

BETTER BOND MARKET. 

Further impressive strength de- 
veloped in the bond market. This 
found reflection in the rapid sale of 
an offering of $13,000.000 of Texas 
& Pacifie Railway general and _ re- 
funding 5 per cent bonds which were 
oversubscribed 15 minutes after they 
were offered. German government 
bends were also in much better de- 
mand at higher prices. 

Bond houses feport that tge in- 
creased demand for bonds is caue 
ing a steady reduction of issues, 
which have been on their shelves for 
months. 

GOOD INDUSTRIAL NEWS. 

Motor shares showed strength early 
in the day and announcement of a 
very favorable piece of news in con- 
nection with one of the biggest com- 
panies is expected to be made in Mon- 
day’s newspapers. This announce- 
ment should stimulate the motor 
stocks and should have a very favor- 
able effect on industrial stocks in 
general owing to the fact that the 
automobile industry comprises prob- 
ably the most important single group 
in America’s economic structure. 

The general public is beginning to 
take an interest in the stock market 
and the largest commission houses 
again today declared that they are 
buying stocks on balance which means 
that their buying orders are exceed- 
ing their selling orders.
